SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled The Sopranos is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 13 years. 

This classification is due to the manner in which the publication deals with matters of 
sex, crime and violence. 

The DVD consists mostly of two episodes of the television series The Sopranos. Both 
of the episodes of The Sopranos have previously been examined and classified by the 
Office of Film and Literature Classification, each as part of a different video recording. 
The first episode (episode 7 in the series) was part of The Sopranos, publication 
reference no. 100282, which was classified as objectionable except if the availability of 
the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 16 years. This 
classification decision was registered on 16 March 2001. The second episode 
(episode 8 in the series) was part of The Sopranos, publication reference no. 100284, 
which was classified as objectionable except if the availability of the publication is 
restricted to persons who have attained the age of 13 years. The two episodes of The 
Sopranos that make up the DVD currently being classified have been verified as being 
the same as those previously classified. 
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The previously classified video recordings, including the two episodes in question, 
were found to deal with matters of sex, crime and violence. The additional 
components contained in this DVD also depict matters of violence and crime. The 
manner in which these matters are treated within the two episodes of The Sopranos 
and the additional components is likely to be injurious to the public good unless the 
availability of the publication is restricted to adults or teenagers. Although one of the 
episodes makes up part of a video recording that has been restricted by the 
Classification Office to an audience 16 years of age and over, the particular episode in 
question does not contain the same degree of sex or violence as the rest of that video 
recording. As such, the more restrictive classification is not considered necessary in 
this instance. 
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
